OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending School Committee of Franklin submit 
their Report upon the condition and progress of the Public 
Schools for the year ending March, 1867: 


In the division of their labors the especial care of Districts 
Nos. 8 and 9 was committed to Mr. Proctor; Nos. 2, 4, 5, 6, 7, 
11 and 12, to Mr. Simonds. Districts Nos. 18, and 10, have 
committees of their own, whose Reports are herewith incorpo- 
rated in their appropriate places. 

The whole number of scholars, four years of age and up- 
ward, attending the public schools two weeks or more, the 
past year, is 534; 291 are males and 243 females. 

The amount of money raised by direct tax the past year 
for the support of schools is $1,356.10. The appropriation 
from the Literary Fund and Railroad Tax, $484.65; in all 
amounting to the sum of $2,020.15. In addition to this sum, 
District No. 3 has raised by tax $150 for High School pur- 
poses. | 

We present a detailed account of the schools by districts, 
referring the town to a statistical table accompanying this 
Report for further particulars. 


DISTRICT® No. 1. 

Summer Term of twelve weeks, taught by Mrs. Frances S. 
Spencer. Whole number of scholars 28. This school was well 
classed, and the teacher appeared to be in her proper place. 
She soon gained the esteem and affection of the scholars, which 
she retained to the end of the term. Nothing occurred to dis- _ 
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turb the harmony that existed between teacher and scholar. 
The final examination showed that the expectations enter- 
tained at the commencement of the school had been fully 
realized—the united efforts of teacher and pupil resulted in 
satisfactory improvement. 

Winter Term of ten weeks, taught by Miss Amanda M. 
Ingalls. Whole number of’ scholars, 30. This is the third term 
taught by Miss Ingalls in this District. She fully sustained the 
credit she had previously obtained with us as a successful and 
accomplished instructor. We were much gratified at the close 
of the school to see so many indications of progress in every 
branch of study pursued. It was evident the teacher had been 
successful in her efforts, and that the scholars had been dili- 
gent and attentive to their studies. We are happy to report 
that the general condition of this school for the past two years 
has been prosperous. There has been a good degree of in- 
terest manifested in its welfare by the inhabitauts, which, if 
continued, will add much to its permanent success.

. WALLACH BURLEIGH, Dist. No. 1. 


, DISTRICT No. 2. 

Length of Summer Term, ten weeks; Winter Term, thirteen 
weeks. Number of scholars, first term, 13; second term, 8. 
This school was under the instruction of Miss Susie H. Arey 
during both terms. The teacher maintained good order in a 
pleasant and effective manner. Miss Arey expresses her in- 
terest in reporting these terms as “pleasant; that the scholars 
attending regularly, made good progress; that twelve scholars 
in this district did not attend any school during the second 
term ; she did not know of any reason why they did not come 
to school; she was interested to make the school pleasant and 
useful; visited the scholars at their homes,” and closes by say- 
ing “that many of the parents lack an interest in the educa- 
tion of their children, and perhaps do not realize the injustice 
they do them by keeping them from school.” The Committee 
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were satisfied that Miss Arey performed her duties in a ¢redit- 
' able and faithful manner. 


The Primary Department was taught, the Summer Term, 
by Miss Sarah E. Elliott. Length of school, eleven weeks; 
whole number of scholars, 57; average attendance, 50. This 
school being made up of the smallest scholars in the district, 
and the attendance being so large, is one of the hardest schools 
to interest. 

This teacher manifested a commendable zeal and interest in 
the school, and the advancement of the scholars shows ih 
the time was not misspent. 

Winter Term of fourteen weeks was taught by Miss N. EH. 
Buzzell. Whole number of scholars, 62; average attendance, 53. 
The teacher says of this school “that the scholars, although 
young, have evinced an interest seldom seen at their age.” 
This school gave good satisfaction to the Committee and 
to those parents who visited it at its close, and showed 
that the teacher had not labored in vain. The Register of this 
school shows far too many cases of absence and tardiness, 
which can only be remedied by a more hearty co-operation of 
parents with the teacher. We would most respectfully call 
the attention of parents to this matter, to help make our 
schools what they should and can be made. 


The Intermediate School has been under the direction of 
Miss Annie M. Osgood. It is sufficient to say to those who 
have known her valuable services for the three preceding 
years, that she has fully sustained her previous reputation as 
a faithful and accomplished teacher. She has proved herself 
in every respect worthy of the confidence of the community. 
A change of teachers equally competent can never be made 
without loss to the school, and when with this is coupled the 
risk and uncertainty attending such a change, the Committee 
hope that the connection of Miss Osgood with the District 
may long continue. 

The Summer Term of twelve weeks had an average attend- 
ance of 40 scholars, though the whole number was but 45; 
and the Winter Term, consisting of two sessions of eight weeks 
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each, with a short vacation between, had an average attend- 
ance of a little over 50, though the whole number was 34. 


The High School has been in operation for two terms of 
twelve weeks each, under the instruction of Mr. John Farnum. 
Twenty-three scholars from the district have attended. Mr. 
Farnum complains, and we think with reason, that his school 
has been almost entirely neglected by those who ought to 
make frequent visits to the school-room. No school can 
flourish without the co-operation of parents with the teacher 
and scholars. Mr. Farnum seems well qualified for the position 
he has held, and has evidently tried his best to perform his 
duty to the satisfaction of the district.

DISTRICT No. 4. 


Miss A. M. Ingalls teacher during the year. The Summer 
Term consisted of eleven, and the Fall Term of twelve weeks, 
numbering respectively 15 and 19 scholars—two scholars from 
the Town Farm. Miss Ingalls labored with much energy for 
the advancement of her pupils. Her long experience, as a 
teacher in our Common Schools, has so familiarized herself with 
the elements contained in the text books, that at times she 
may have manifested too much uneasiness and impatience 
in allowing the young mind sufficient time to make full 
and strong efforts. Her method of instructing was rigidly 
thorough, and in that respect fully approved. Her classes ap- 
peared well at the close of the terms, without any special drill- 
ing for examination, satisfying parents and committee that her 
scholars had made good progress in all studies pursued. 


DISTRICT No. 5. 


Summer Term of eight weeks. Mrs. V. H. Morse, teacher. 
Number of scholars, 10. This school was managed with 
ability, having been under the instruction of the same teacher 
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the past year. The appearance of the school was entirely 
satisfactory at the closing examination, the classes having 
made good progress. 

Winter Term of eigth weeks. Mr. Frank E. Adams, teacher. 
Number of scholars, 11. Mr. Adams speaks of this school “as 
pleasant to himself, and hopes it profitable to those under his 
charge. Irregular attendance of a few scholars was injurious 
to themselves and their classes.” Several parents and citizens 
manifested a proper interest by their presence at the close. 
These parents seemed well satisfied with the improvement of 
their children in the several branches pursued. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 


Summer Term, Miss Martha A. Colby, teacher. Length of 
term, eight weeks. Whole number of scholars, 30. In this 
school, where many of the scholars reside three fourths of a 
mile from the school-house, only twenty-four instances of tar- 
diness, and four of dismissal, are recorded. The scholars con- 
ducted themselves in an orderly and respectful manner in 
going to and returning from school, as well as about the school- 
house. The teacher says ‘‘she entered upon this term fully 
determined to conquer every obstacle, and is happy to say she 
had a pleasant school. The scholars cheerfully performed 
their tasks. The parents manifested an uncommon interest in 
the welfare of the school, thus encouraging and strengthening 
both teacher and scholar.” The committee were pleased to 
meet nearly all the parents at the closing examination. This 
school was well governed, thoroughly taught, and great im- 
provement made. 


Winter Term. This term was taught by Mr. J. T. Hodsdon, 
a young man of but little experience, but considerable promise 
asa teacher. He was clear in his explanations, ready to com- 
municate, well-informed and thorough in his system of in- 
struction. The advanced classes appeared better than the 
average at the final examination. If any neglect, it was want 
of attention to the younger pupils. This was a good school, 
and fair progress made in all the classes. Length of term, six 
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weeks, with 31 scholars. Mr. Hodsdon left his Register in an 
unfinished condition—none of the items carried out or inqui- 
ries answered ; consequently he was not legally entitled to any 
pay. His imperfect Register compared most unfavorably with 


the neat, clearly executed, complete Register of the Summer 
teacher. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 


There has been no school in No. 7 the past year, the school 
money remaining in the treasury. 


DISTRICT No. 8. 


Summer Term, Miss Emma E. Durrell, teacher. This was 
Miss Durrell’s first attempt to perform the arduous duties of a 
teacher, but the result of her labors shows that she possesses 
the requisites for.a good teacher. In avery mild and attrac- 
tive manner she won the confidence and esteem of her pupils. 
The closing examination was characterized by unexceptionable 
deportment, prompt and correct recitations, alike creditable to 
scholars and teacher, and pleasing to the committee. Whole 
number of scholars, 29; average attendance, 20. Length of 
school, nine weeks. 


The Winter Term was taught by Miss Nettie Whittaker, who 
labored faithfully in the discharge of her duty, and commend- 
_ able progress was made in nearly all branches taught. We 
are very sorry that we are not able to say that the deportment 
of all the scholars, at the closing examination, was pleasing to 
us, or creditable to them: todo so, however, would require a 
more elastic conscience than ours. Length of school, eight 
weeks. Whole number of scholars, 21; average attendance, 17. 


DISTRICT No. 9. 


Miss Josie L. Wadleigh, teacher of both Summer and Fall 
Terms. | 

The school was quite small in numbers, as usual, but a model 
of good order and discipline. The recitations were very 
prompt and thorough, giving evidence of studiousness on the 
part of the pupils, and fidelity on the part of the teacher. 
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Length of school, twenty-one weeks. Whole number of 
scholars, 13; average attendance, 9. 


DISTRICT No. 10. 


Remarks upon the individual Deportment.—We will here state 
that all the teachers for the several schools were selected by 
Mr. Charles Garland, the Prudential Committee chosen at the 
last annual meeting, and who was also a member of the Super- 
intending committee. He subsequently left town, and we have 
been deprived of his valuable aid in matters pertaining to the 
schools. 

Primary Department—Summer and Winter Terms.—Taught 
by Miss Hattie C. Hall. The room in which the school was 
kept was unsuitable for the purpose, but the best that could 
be obtained. The seats and other accommodations were such 
that it was an utter impossibility to preserve order. The 
teacher accomplished all that could be reasonably expected. As 
an evidence that her services were appreciated, we have only to 
add that she is still retained, teaching by private subscription. 
Length of terms, twenty-seven weeks. Whole number of dif- 
ferent scholars in Summer, 44; average number attending, 36. 
Number attending in Winter, 37; average number attend- 
ing, 31. 

Intermediate Department.—Miss Frances EH. Woodford has 
now taught this school for several successive seasons, which, 
in itself, is no small praise. She has won, as she deserves, the 
confidence and esteem of the district. She possesses those 
necessary qualifications for a successful instructor—the power 
to impart information to her pupils in an interesting manner, 
combined with the faculty of governing, and stimulating them 
to earnest effort. Itis sufficient to say that she fully sustains 
her previous excellent reputation as a teacher. ) 

Number of scholars in Summer, 56; average attendance, 
42. Number in Winter, 46; average attendance, 38. Length 
of terms, twenty-nine weeks. 


Advance Department—Summer Term.—Miss Fannie A. Scrib- 
ner, teacher. This was her first effort as teacher here, though 
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she has had experience, and won a good reputation elsewhere. 
Her literary qualifications are amply sufficient, and she labored 
faithfully in the discharge of her duties. We regret that cir- 
cumstances entirely beyond our control prevented our visiting 
the school at the close, and consequently our inability to speak 
as definitely in regard to the progress made as we could wish. 
Our impressions are, that very commendable improvement 
was made. 

Length of school, seventeen weeks; whole number of schol- 
ars, 48; average attendance, 29. 

The Winter Term was under the charge of Mr. G. R. Stone. 
He was very anxious to improve and benefit the school, but 
we are sorry to say his expectations, and the hopes of the 
Committee, were not realized. The one hundred bright eyes 
(many of them not a little rougish) proved to be more than a 
match for the single pair set to watch over them. The teach- 
er failed to secure the good will of his pupils; consequently 
disorder was the rule, and order the exception. We learned at 
the closing examination that the scholars had been over consid- 
erable ground, but the amount they went through was very 
much less than that gone over. 

The teacher, in his remarks to the committee, contained in 
the School Register, admits that the school was not what it 
ought to have been, and attributes the failure to the unwise 
course adopted by some of the parents. We think it might be 
a benefit to these parents to read the remarks referred to. 
Length of term, eleven weeks; whole number of scholars, 46 ; 
average attendance, 33. 


Before closing this report, we beg leave to call the attention 
of the District to a few topics intimately connected with the 
best interests of our schools and the cause of education : 

It is well known to all that our present school rooms are in- 
adequate for the accommodation of the large number of pupils, 
and that we are in want of more school room, and suitable 
play-ground connected with the building. The committee are 
fully aware of the many objections that will be raised in regard 

to this subject. It may be well here to state that Mr. J. B. 
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Aiken, in behalf of the “ Franklin Falls Company,” tendered 
to the District a large plot of ground, adjoining the school- 
house lot, for a play-ground, on condition that it should be 
properly graded and fenced. He also offered (on his own ac- 
count) to pay the sum of $300 toward remodeling the school- 
house, in case the District would purchase “Lyceum Hall,” 
and fit it up for an additional school-room. Both of these 
offers were rejected by a vote of the District at a special meet- 
ing called for the purpose of deciding upon the matter. 


We do not here speak as financiers, and attempt to argue 
the amount of cost necessary to proture suitable accommoda- 
tions, nor in the capacity of engineers, who have surveyed and 
measured the streets, and say that this or that particular spot 
is the only proper location for a school-house; or that this or 
that scholar will be subjected to too much travel if it is not 
located on such a site. We speak as watchmen on the walls, 
giving the alarm to the whole district, sincerely hoping that 
this important want may be speedily supplied. 


Another very important subject, and one which has been 
dwelt upon in former reports, is Parental co-operation. No 
system of machinery can produce the most successful results 
without co-operation among all its forces, and perfect harmony 
in all its movements; and no school can be in the highest 
degree prosperous, and successful in all its operations, unless 
there be a unign of purpose, feeling and action between teacher 
and parents. Parents should co-operate with the teacher in 
enforcing good order. A school without order is worse than 
useless. Order, “heaven’s first law,” is certainly indispensa- 
ble in the school-room. They should, in the first place, govern 
their children at home, and send them to school impressed with 
the idea that good behavior and order must be observed; that 
a disregard of the rules and regulations there adopted, will 
meet with punishment at home, and teachers will have but lit- 
tle trouble in securing good order. We believe that children, 
properly trained at home, are, as a general rule, easily con- 
trolled at school. If parents speak disparagingly of the 
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teacher in presence of their children, they cut the sinews of 
hisstrength. It is an easy matter— 


“To convey a libel in a frown, 
And wink a reputation down.”’ 


One inconsiderate expression in regard to the teacher will 
oftentimes so prejudice the child against him or her, that a 
whole term of schooling will be lost. We do not wish to be 
understood as upholding those parents or teachers who are so 
extremely rigid and severe in their government of children ; 
onthe contrary, we say that the teacher who is obliged, in 
order to secure good order, to resort too frequently to corporal 
punishment, ought at once to abandon the vocation. The fol- 
lowing lines express our sentiments in regard to this subject : 

“ He who checks a child with terror, 

Stops its play, and stills its song, 

Not alone commits an error, 
But a great and moral wrong. 

Give it play, and never fear it, 
Active lite is no defect; 

Never, never break its spirit, 
Curd it only to direct. 

Would you check the flowing river, 
Thinking it would cease to flow! 


Onward it must flow for ever, 
Better teach it where to go.” 


We also wish to call the attention of parents to the great 
evils resulting from tardiness and truancy ; but no language of 
Ours can properly express or portray the blighting influence of 
these great though very common evils. The registers kept by 
the teachers during the past year disclose the startling fact 
that nearly one half of the school has been lost on account of 
tardiness and irregular attendance, and, aside from the loss of 
time, what is the effect? Our answer is, teachers have been 
embarrassed and classes broken up; but the great injury has 
fallen upon those who were tardy and absent. Where are the 
absentees and delinquent scholars during this time? They 
may be running or loitering about the streets—but we assure 
you they are learning some thing, although they are not in the 
school-room. They are always learning some thing, and the 
knowledge they pick up in the streets is just the kind that will 
fit them to become inmates of the penitentiary or State prison. 
We believe that if parents realized the injury done their chil- 
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dren (and the community) by permitting them to be tardy or 
absent from school, upon every frivolous pretext, we should 
hear less complaints from teachers in regard to this great evil 
than we now do.

DISTRICT No. 11. 


Summer Term of eight weeks; number of scholars, 13; 
teacher, Miss Abbie M. Sargent. She maintained good order 
in an agreeable manner; was systematic in performing the 
exercises of the day, and quite thorough in her process of in- 
struction. If she had made some deviations from her theory, 
“That scholars should not be taught any thing until their 
minds can comprehend the subject,” it would have contributed 
liberally to the advancement of several pupils. The closing 
examination was quite satisfactory, indicating improvement. 

Winter Term of twelve weeks; number of scholars, 19; Miss 
Katie Scribner, teacher. This school opened under favorable 
circumstances. The teacher was qualified with a good educa- 
tion, suitable temperament, and practical experience. This 
scholars were children well trained at home, and well advanced 
in their studies. The citizens of the district were well united, 
and deeply interested in the prosperity of the school. This 
school was governed in a quiet, easy, parental manner. The 
instruction in the different branches was thorough; the ex- 
planations of the teacher well-timed, clear, precise, and practi- 
cally applied. All of the classes appeared unusually well at 
the closing examination. The class in Primary Geography 
had mastered the text-book. The answers of the class in Men- 
tal Arithmetic were full, prompt and accurate. The class in 
Algebra explained the solution of the problems assigned them 
in an intelligible manner. The teacher reports that “ Nellie 
Gerrish, Ella Flanders, and Della Durrell, girls of nine years, 
did not whisper, contrary to the rules of school, during the 
term. Nellie Gerrish did not fail in any thing; Ella Flanders 
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had perfect lessons most every day ; Della Durrell missed only 

two words in spelling. The other scholars were studious, and 

exhibited a degree of energy and perseverance rarely seen in 

school.” 
DISTRICT No. 12. 

Summer Term of ten weeks; Winter Term of twelve weeks. 
Number of scholars, first term, 7; second term, 5. This dis- 
trict is composed of parts of Franklin and Northfield. Miss 
Mary C. Brown had charge of the schools in this district during 
the year. This was her first effort at teaching. She exhibited 
many good qualities. If she erred, it was the common mistake 
of zealous beginners in pressing their pupils onward in their 
studies more rapidly than they are prepared to fully compre- 
hend. The teacher says, “both terms passed pleasantly; the 
scholars manifesting a strong desire for improvement.” This 
school was well governed. The exercises at the closing ex- 
amination shows that the scholars had made good progress in 
their studies. That district will do well to continue Miss 
Brown in its school another year. 


In closing this Report, we are happy to say that, as a whole, 
our schools during the past year have been highly successful ; 
we think no previous year witnessed greater improvement 
than the one about closing. We attribute this to increased 
interest on the part of the parents, as well as to greater fidel- 
ity on the part of teachers. It has been said, that as is the 
teacher so will be the school; and we may safely add, that as 
are the parents, so will be both teacher and school. We feel 
more confident in making this assertion, from the fact that in 
those districts where parents have manifested the most in- 
terest, the greatest advance has been made. Where a kindly 
interest is manifested on the part of parents, we seldom find a 
poor school. 

We here beg leave to mention some of the more prominent 
methods in which parents may co-operate with, and encourage, 
both teacher and pupils : 

1. By sending their children constantly and punctually to 
school, and furnishing them with all necessary books. 
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2. Let them understand that good order and government 
must be preserved there. 

3. Let the influence at home always be in favor of schools. 
The best teachers are powerless among scholars unless parents 
clothe them with that power, and parents can do it if they 
will. Let children, then, in all they hear from the lips of their 
parents, see that their teacher is respected. 

4. Let parents cultivate a friendly acquaintance with teach- 
ers—by frequent visits to the school. We believe the benefit 
arising from this practice can hardly be over-estimated. It 
not only encourages the teacher, but animates the pupils— 


The mother’s smile, the father’s voice, 
Approving, makes the child rejoice. 


Again, a friendly and familiar acquaintance with the school 
and teacher would settle many an unpleasant difficulty that 
perchance might arise between scholars and teacher.
